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National Conference of Industry and Labor is Called for Next Week 
By Secretary Perkins After Supreme Court’s Approval of Wagner Act; 
GM Canadian Strike is Still On; Week’s Production Jumps to 126,595 


Calling a parley between capital and labor 
in Washington, April 20, Secretary of La- 
bor Perkins, Tuesday, took the first step 
in a program for setting up new labor 
relations machinery under the Wagner 
Labor Relations Act, which was approved by the 
supreme court, Monday. By overruling the lower 
courts in the five cases involving the Wagner Act, it now 
seems that an entirely new and revolutionary relation- 
ship between federal government and business has been 
established. Heretofore production industries have been 
subject to supervision by the several states and efforts to 
bring them under federal control, as was done under 
NRA, were blocked by the supreme court on the ground 
that since the manufacturing plants were within one 
state the company was not interstate in its operations. 

In reversing this stand the court has held that, since 
the products of the manufacturing plants are used inter- 
state and a stoppage of production might effect inter- 
state operations, the control of labor relations within 
such industries becomes rightly under the jurisdiction of 
the federal government. 

On the basis of this decision, it would seem that the 
court has changed its viewpoint since the death of NRA 
and, that, should such legislation be brought before it 
now, it would likely win approval. If, as the court 
argues, the federal government has power to regulate 
labor conditions which might effect the smooth flow of 
products in interstate commerce, it might also be argued 
that the federal government has power to regulate the 
flow of products in interstate commerce, which would 
inversely affect labor conditions at the point of manu- 
facture. Thus the federal powers seem to have been 
extended far beyond any similar powers in the past and 
to a degree not definitely made clear at the present time. 
That the way is now open to revival of NRA seems quite 
definite.

Opposition against the Wagner Act, which 
ADN has voiced consistently, was not 
based so much upon the effect of the act 
on interstate commerce but upon the one- 
sidedness of its phraseology which seems 
based upon the theory that only the employer can or 
does resort to coercion in order to obtain his aims. 
Under the act there is nothing to control coercion by 
union organizers in strengthening their lines. We felt 
and still feel that the measure is entirely inadequate to 
cope with labor disputes and added legislation will be 
needed to make it effective. Under the terms of the act, 
it is stated that any union having the majority of work- 
ers in a plant among its membership shall be recognized 
as the bargaining agency for all workers. The court, 
however, interpreted this differently and maintains that

groups and nothing to force the employer into signing 
any contract with any group. The law in no way bans 
strikes but rather insures workers a right to strike. 
Thus, the only saving grace the measure has, as we see 
it, is mediation provisions under the labor relations 
board. Powers of this board would seem to be limited 
by the fact that, while it has power to enforce its find- 
ings against an employer, the unincorporated unions 
would prove a poor subject for legal action because of 
their utter irresponsibility. Under these conditions it 
would appear that only time and application can reveal 
the benefits or shortcomings of this law, which William 
Green, of the American Federation of Labor, has de- 
‘scribed as the “magna carta of labor.”
